•Ilist how manv ilava It will take to do 
I Ii Im. of course cannot. be told now, 
hut it Ik quite reasonable to believe, 
ihut another month will nee the bench- 
t'H in the kiln riopart dents filled with 
their full quota of workmen.

is more aw are of tills fact than those 
who are employee! in the potteries. 
It 
is not a case of how much ware can 
be 
produced 
th at 
Is 
particularly 
bothering the m anufacturer, hut how 
fast the w are can ie* obtained from the 
kilns. 
Furnish a m anufacturer with 
a full ah op of workmen, and tin* ware 
will soon he turned out. 
Reduce his 
force, a good amount of ware ta n he 
made, but It cannot be finished aa 
soon as if the shop was full of work 
men. 
These are m atters 
that 
tie 
workmen are Just us well acquainted 
with as the manufacturers, 
Messrs 
Wood, Brannon. Ferguson and Knob- 
loek, who represented the Brotherhood 
and 
m anufacturers 
mot 
Saturday 
evening to try and find a solution 
to 
this problem, as far uh their powers 
would permit. 
These men are fully 
e w are th a t more kllnmen arf* needed. 
They are fully aw are that additional 
help Is required In other departm ents 
tis well as th e kiln departm ent. Their 
powers tire limited and ii does not real 
with them to solve this m atter 
Their 
work consisted chiefly in making sag 
pestions, those which will later bo 
presented to tho trade in general.

th e last Brotherhood convention at 
Trenton, a resolution was passed plac­ 
ing all apprentice kilnmcn on a three 
year apprenticeship.

not l i k e l y that the repeal would apply 
to them. 
Should the trade act favor­ 
ably on this projosltion, it. is averred 
ifiat the ranks of the journeymen kiln 
men would la* Increased between el 
j and Tai kilnmcn, who would be en ti 
lied to Journeymen's wages. 
Another 
question that arises Just 
here 
is: 
I Wiio are to hike tile vacancies caused 
by th** advancem ent of the apprentice? 
I A solution b» tiiis, Is given in the fol­ 
lowing statem ent of a

m anufacturer- “To my notion there is 
not a kllndrawer

The depleted 
ranks of the apprentice kilnmcn could 
soon be filled, and in fact m ore so 
from the ranks of the kilndrawers. 
Vacancies in the ranks of the kilu- 
<1 rowers could then be tilled easily and 
there the m atter would he settled.

is within reason to predict, that if the 
Journeying ti dippers, Jlggermen, press 
ers and other workmen are desired by 
thi‘ 
m anufacturers,

in such departm ents, aa may he an 
plied to the kiln departm ent.
